Washington, March 10.—(A4’)-—Presi- 
dent Hoover today abandoned the 
strenuous program which has charac- 
terized the opening of his administra- 
tion and devoted his first Sabbath in 
the white house to worship, relaxation 
and the company of a small group of 
close friends. 

With Mrs. Hoover, he motored in 


the morning to the small, old Quaker | 


meeting house where he heard a ser- 
mon on overcoming the obstacles of 
tife through faith and divine grace, 
preached by Augustus Murray, the 
minister of his own church in Palo 
Alto, Calif. During the afternoon, he 
rested at the white house, read for a 
while and took a short automobile 
ride about Washington, and this eve- 
ning some of his old neighbors from 
S street were inyited in for dinner. 

The president was accompanied to 
the church by his son, Herbert Hoo- 
ver, Jr., and the latter’s wife, his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Mary Leavitt, of Long 
Beach, Calif.; Mrs. Hoover's sister, 
Mrs, Eugene Large, of Palo Alto, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Mark Requa, of San 
lrancisco. 

An Informal Day. 


Informality prevailed throughout 
ihe day. In respect to the tenets of 
his (Juaker faith, Mr. Hoover left be- 
vind him the high silk hat and formal 
morning clothes which form the cus- 
fomary presidential.attire for church 
ittendance and instead wore a dark 
business suit and slouch hat. 

The same lack of formality also 
characterized tonight’s dinner. For 
some time it had heen customary for 
Mr. Hoover's friends and neighbors to 
drop in at his S street house for din- 
ner on Sunday evening but tonight 
they came at the president's invitation. 
Among them were Mr. and Mrs. Ver- 
non Kellogg and Mr. and Mrs. Mark 
Sullivan, 

Another busy week will begin for 
the president tomorrow, filled with 
conferences with members of the house 
and senate, political leaders and mem- 
bers of his cabinet. 


Appointments to Make. 


In addition, he is expected to begin 
considering soon the personnel of the 
commission which is to make a study 
of federal law enforcement and court 
eonditions. Mr. Hoover regards legal 
and judicial experience as the essen- 
tial qualification for membership on 
the commission. It has been officially 
stated that no announcement of its 
hiuikeup is to be expected for at least 
a month. 

Moreover, some 20 or 30 appoint- 
ments must be made to fill vacancies 
in the departmental assistant secre- 
faryships, and the diplomatic corps. 
To date he has made but two appoint- 
ments of this nature, filling the posi- 
tions of assistant secretary in the in- 
terior department and of assistant sec- 
retary in eharge of aviation in the 
navy department. :

He was released 
March 6, after having served only 13 
days of his term. 

The Willebrandt methods were~at- 
tacked as “outrageous, unjust and un- 
warranted,” by Congressman Bell, 
while Congressman Boylan declare 
he will demand another investiga- 
tion of the practice from the floor of 
congress, 

“I consider Mrs. Willebrandt’s 
snooping in federal prisons a_ repre- 
hensible practice and destructive of 
prison discipline.” said Representa- 
tive Boylan. “If she is. continuing 
this insidious attack on prison mo- 
rale I shall introduce a resolution in 
the next congress asking for another 
investigation.” 

“Spy” Made Report.

LIMITED GHANGE 
IN THE TARIFE 
IO UUVER STAND 


President’s Idea Is Set 
Forth in His Formal 
Call for Extra Session of 
Congress. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, March 10.—A_state- 
ment of the line-up of forces affecting 
tariff revision begins with President 
Hoover. His position is made offi- 
cially clear in his formal call for the 
special session. He states the pur- 
pose as respects revision to be limited 
changes in the tariff.” 

By “limited” in this connection is 
meant limitation of scope, that is 
limitation of the number of schedules 
to be taken up. How far the scope 
would go is not specified, either by Mr. 
Hoover or in any other official quar- 
ter. Common judgment assumes that 
the limited revision means, in the first 
place, all farm crops and thereafter a 
very small number of industrial sched- 
ules, presumably not over four, among 


which textiles is the one most general- 
ly taken for granted. The main point 
is that Mr. Hoover, as president and 
head of his party, is committed to 
“limited revision.” Any revision go- 
ing beyond the popular understanding 
of “limited” would amount to a de- 
parture from Mr. Hoover’s leadership 
and would have definite significance 
and definite political consequences. 


Tariff Originates in House. 


Next in the line-up is the house. 
That body has especial weight because 
the tariff bill must be written by it in 
the first instance. A tariff bill is pre- 
sumed to be a measure to raise reve- 
as ceased 
to be its primary purpose. All bills 
to raise revenue must, under the con-

As respects the attitude of the 
house, the republican majority leaders 
are practically as completely commit- 
ted to limited revision as Mr. Hoover. 
It is taken for granted generally in 
Washingten. that the, house leaders 
are completely earnest and in good 
faith in their unity with Mr. Hoover 
in behalf of limited revision. ‘The 
obvious question, to which allusion 
will be made in a motion, is to wheth- 
er the leaders can command all, or 
nearly all the republican members. 

The third element in the line-up is 
the senate. During the early discus- 
sions of revision, some conspicuous 
republican senate leaders said they 
favored general revision. Later, after 
Mr. Hoover let his position be known, 
some of the senate leaders changed 
and said they would stand with the 
president for limited revision. 

Views of the Senate. 


It is a fair picture of the atmos- 
phere of Washington to say that con- 
fidence in the earnestness of all the 
senate leaders being for limited re- 
vision is less complete than the confi- 
dence in the attitude of the house 
Also there is less confidence 
in the eapacity of the senate republic- 


The next group in the line-up is 
the manufacturers. These cannot ac- 
curately be spoken of as a body. Some 
manufacturers stand with the presi- 
dent in favor of limited revision. For

WALES 1D RULE 


MUSSOLINI GIVES: 
VIEWS ON TREATY 
WITH PAPAL STATE 


Premier Says He Has 
Recognized State That 
Has Existed in Reality 
for Centuries. 


-_— -—_—--- 


Rome, March 10.—(#)—There is 
neither victor nor vanquished in the 
settlement of the Roman question, Pre- 
mier Mussolini told the quinquennial 
assembly in the packed opera house 
this afternoon, “but only absolute 
equity which led to the accord, restor- 
ing reciprocally the de jure situation 
which had become dangerous and irk- 
some,” 

This, his first public pronouncement 
on the concilation of church and state, 
was the principal point in his speech 
and attracted the most attention. 

Important Event. 

The gremier emphasized that peace 
between the Italian government and 
the Vatican is an event of supreme im- 
portance not only for Italy, but for the 
entire world. He pointed out a date 
which will remain famous in history 
when on February 11, 1929, by the 
Lateran treaty the holy see “at last 
solemnly recognized the Italian king- 
dom under the house of Aavoy with 
Rome as its capital.” 

Giving the other side of the picture 
the premier went on saying: “We, on 
our part, loyally recognized the sov- 
reignty of the pontiff and the holy 
see which in reality already existed 
de facto.” The premier especially 
pointed out the generosity of Pope 
Pius XI, who, he said, asked for the 
smallest possible territory, because ter- 
ritory, no matter how tiny, took noth- 
ing away from the greatness of an- 
other nature which was characteristic 
of the supreme head of a universal 
religion. 


Gives a Promise. 


The premier said it was superluous 
to affirm that all other cults which 
heretofore were, according to the con- 
stitution only “tolerated,” would be 
neither persecuted, suppressed or. sim-| 
ply annoyed. 

“A Catholie state does not mean 
that citizens will be submitted to any 
pressure to follow a given religion or 
determined faith even though that be. 
the same as that professed by a ma- 
jority of the people,” the premier said. 

Mussolini appeared in_ excellent 
health and his voice was strong. 

Reading rapidly, Il Duce could be 
likened to a chairman. presenting a re- 
port to his board of directors. He 
seldom rounded his periods in oratori- 
cal fashion, using few gestures, all 
with his right hand. 

He was attired in a cut-away, with 
a black tie and a large white handker- 
chief in his breast pocket. He display- 
ed no jewelry, save the fascist badget 
in the right lapel of his coat. 


PRIEST IS SLAIN

Young Mother Refuses 
To Talk After Arrest; 
Church Is Scene of 
Crime; No Motive Found 


Canton, Ohio, March 10.—(®)— 
Shot down by a woman as he stood 
in the doorway of St. Anthony's 
chureh here where he had just con- 
cluded 9 o’clock mass this morning, 
the Rey. Father Joseph A. Riccardi, 
34, parish priest, died at a hospital 
late this afternoon. 

Bullets entered his neck and ab- 
domen and death was caused by loss 
of blood from the wound in the ab- 
domen. 

No motive was given. Mrs. Mamie 
Guerrieri, 27, arrested and denied 
bail, was questioned by Prosecutor 
Henry W. Harter, Jr., of Stark 
county, but she would make no state- 
ment. The priest is said to have told 
the prosecutor that he “could not un- 
derstand” what the motive was. 


No charges have been filed. 

The woman during mass sat near 
the rear of the church with her 5-year- 
old daughter. After mass, the priest 
went into the vestibule to baptize a 
baby. The woman followed, accord- 
ing to witnesses, and exchanged a 
few words with him. She then drew 
a revolver and fired five shots. Three 
went wild. Hurrying into the street, 
she was arrested and the revolver 
taken from her. 

The theory was advanced by Bishop 
Joseph Schrembs, of Cleveland, who 
during the day conferred with church 
officials here, that the shooting re- 
sulted from dissatisfaction over re 
moval of the church from its old lo- 
cation. A dispute over the removal 
had caused bitterness.

The power of suggestion, whether 
written or by mouth, has lost none of 
its effectiveness.

2 GEORGIA TOWNS 
STILL INUNDATED 


West Bainbridge and 
Newton Remain Under 
Flood Overflow; Road 
Damage $250,000. 


Georgia’s flood crests were enfering 
the Apalachicola and Altamaha rivers, 
respectively, today, but the towns of 
Newton and West Bainbridge on Flint 
river were still flood-ridden. 

Lowland communities along the 
lower reaches of the Ocmulgee and 
Oconee rivers also were saddled with 
murky waters as the crest on those 


streams began pouring itself into the 
Altamaha, which they form. The 
towns of Ludowici and Townsend on 
the lower Altamaha have been warned 
that flood water will come uncom- 
fortably close this week. ‘They suf- 
fered severely in 1925 high water. 

Elberta Crate & Box Factory and 
Shirley’s sawmill in West Bainbridge, 
a suburb of Bainbridge, on near-by 
high ground, were closed, with little 
prospect of reopening until late this 
a Together .they employ about 
men and women, who are tem- 
porarily without employment but on 
a temporary pay arrangement with 
the ewners of the factories. 

The town of Newton still was de- 
serted today with three to four feet 
of water standing throughout’ the 
town. The crest of the Flint, whose 
confluence with the Chattahoochee 
forms the Apalachicola, was between 
Albany and Newton today, and was 
expected at West Bainbridge tonight 
or tomorrow. It probably will reach 
confluence by Tuesday or Wednesday, 
the Chattahoochee flood crest already 
having passed into that northwest 
Florida stream, which empties into 
the gulf. 

The crest on the Ocmulgee and Oco- 
nee rivers, which empty into the At- 
lantic through the Altamaha, today 
was entering the Altamaha above 
Seward, about 150 miles from the 
mouth of the stream. Highways in 
that area, except for main costal ar- 
teries, were closed for the most part, 
and crop damage was mounting. 

Highway damage in the flood has 
been estimated at $250,000 by the 
state highway department. Commis- 
sioner Talmadge of agriculture has 
estimated that crop damage in the af- 
fected area was per cent. The 
flood was expected to have finished 
its damaging march through south 
Georgia by the middle of the week, 
although flood stages will-obtain along 
the Apalachicola and Altamaha for 
perhaps a week longer, in the opinion 
of United States weather bureau fore- 
casters, 


MACON-BRUNSWICK 
TRAINS RUNNING. 

Macon, Ga., Mareh 10.—(#)—For 
the first time in more than a week 
through trains were in operation to- 
night over the Macon-Brunswick di- 
vision of the Southern railway. The 
first train left here this afternoon 
and was able to get through the 
flooded sections south of this city. 

That restored service on every rail- 
road out of Macon, much of which 
had been broken during the high wa- 
ter of the last two weeks. 

The Ocmulgee river here tonight 
was nearly down to normal for this 
season of the year and water that had 
backed up into the lowlands was rap- 
idly finding its way into the regular 
stream. 

One of the locomotives of the Ma- 
con, Dublin & Savannah railroad, 
which fell through a trestle at Boggy 
ereek several days ago, is still bur- 
ied in the mud and water there. Rail- 
road officials said that it might be 
another week before they would be 
able to recover the locomotive. 


DARIEN REPORTS 
RISING WATERS. 

Darien, Ga., March 10.—(#)—The 
river here has risen’ considerably 
since yesterday and seems to be still 
rising. The Altamaha delta is partly 
under water, the north end of Champ- 
ney island being entirely inundated.

Washngton, March 10.—(Special.)

At the same time Federal Superin- 
tendent of Prisons Albert H. Connor 
professed to have no knowledge of the 
case beyond iftformation contained in 
press dispatches from Atlanta. As 
for J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
bureau of investigation, one of whose 
men is detlared to have been planted | 
in the Atlanta institution, he was un- 
available for questioning.

We 
found that Mrs. Willebrandt’s agent, 
Hansen, had been falsely committed 
for the sole purpose of prying tales 
from the prisoners to injure the war- 
den. The prisoners who were ap 
proached were promised consideration 
and told there could be no ill cofse- 
quences if the, talked, as the warden 
was to be removed. 

“Such a practice in a prison where 
there was reason to suspect the war- 
den would be bad enough, but in the 
case of Warden Snook we found it 
was positively unwarranted. Warden 
Snook, in my opinion, is an excellent 
warden. The proof of that is to be 
found in the fact that out of 3,300 
prisoners, onlv two or three gave 
trouble enough to be confined in a 
solitary cell in a month. If prisoners 
are contented enough to be’ orderly, 
that speaks volumes for the warden. 


“Moreover, we found Mrs. Wille- 
brandt’s spy had been very active in 
disrupting discipline.

A man who calls himself a 
minister has been here two years.

It is rather interesting to observe 
that a considerable part of your de- 
scription could be applied to a very 
different person. Jesus ministered for 
two years, oar thereabouts, during

vent His enterprise. The inhabitants 
of his home town cast Him out with 
violence, intimate friends were dli- 
vided by His mission, the “finest peo- 
ple” became his bitter foes, the 
rabbis sought to entrap Him, the 
politicians accused Him of sedition 
and the civie authorities crucified 
Him. 

Do not be shocked by this conipari- 
son, It is not meant to be irreverent, 
but to show the difficulty attending 
an outsiders’ verdict on a distressing 
situation. One would have to know 
the influence of these various groups 
you mention on that situation and 
what they register for the good of the 
community. But taking your state- 
ment as it stands, nothing of merit 
is achieved by sneering at others from 
the sacred desk, or encopraging sen- 
sational outbreaks in the sanctuary. 
And the willful stirring up of hatred 
between any social organizations, least 
of all those of fellow Christians, is 
dirty work. 

You do not need my advice about 
what to do with so recalcitrant a pas- 
tor as you portray.

RINGWORM OF THE FEET. 


Examination of 100 medical stu- 
dents in the University of Pennsylva- 
nia showed that 67 of them had ring- 
worm of the feet. This is not a new 
disease, but we are newly conscious 
of it these days. Formerly many cases 
were called “eczema,” “psorias,” “‘lich- 
en,’ and the condition does simulate 
these various skin diseases in differ- 

ent cases. Sometimes there is a 
scaly appearance; sometimes consider: 


; able moisture and maceration; some- 


,i times a cracking of the skin on or be- 


i tween the toes; sometimes an appear- 
/ance of soft corn between the toes; but 
‘in all cases more or less itching. In 
'a few cases the lesions occur else- 
| where, but in the great majority the 
| trouble is limited to the toes, soles or 


*' the spaces between the toes. 


The trichophyte or ringworm pura- 
site responsible for the trouble is 
found in the scrapings from the af- 
fected skin by microscopical exami- 
nation, though not in every case; 
sometimes in unquestionable ringworm 
it is impossible to demonstrate the 
fungus. ' 

The ringworm fungus which causes 
the trouble is picked up by the bare 
feet im bath rooms, swimming pools, 
gymnasiums or wherever many per- 
sons walk about barefoot. People who 
do no honest work seem more likely 
to catch it than honest laborers; this 
is just my way of expressing the idea;

Quezon Cables New Tariff 
Barrier Justifiable Only 
With Autonomy. 


Washington, March 10.—()— 
Denying reports that Philippine lead- 
ers had relinguished their claims for 


immediate independence, President 
Quezon, of the Philippine senate, in 
a cablegram made public by the Phil- 
ippine press bureau here today, de- 
clared he was opposed to the imposi- 
tion of a tariff by this country upon 
the islands’ products only so long as 
the United States retains the Philip- 
pines. 

The proposed tariff restriction, 
Quezon said, “has convinced us more 
than ever that immediate independ- 
ence will not only be politically bene- 
ficial to us, but, in the long run, will 
have less injurious economic effect 
than the indefinite continuation of 
the present status, for the. present 
economic relations between America 
and the Philippines are subject to 
change by congress at any time.” 

“We are not opposed to the impo- 
sition of a tariff on’ our products,” 
he continued. “On the contrary, we 
are in favor of it, if together with 
such imposition, we are granted in- 
dependence, the tariff to take effect 
simultaneously with the inauguration 
of the Philippine republic. Ve are 
opposed to the imposition of the tariff 
only so long as the United States re-

An Orchestra in Every Home. 

The happiest families are _ those 
where everyone is busy at creative 
work. The dullest are those where 
all are stupidly slaving in, the same 
old rut. e most unhappy families 
are those where each of its members 
goes its own way regardless of any 
common interest. 

The happiest of my letters come 
from folks who send me pictures of 
their family orchestras. How I envy 
them: I, who long ago begged to 
“eut” the school music hour and earn- 
ed the privilege by cleaning the faces 
of the school statuary—Franklin, 
Washington, Lincoln, Shakespeare and 
Byron! 

Now music, through the radio, is en- 
tering your soul as it is mine. And 
it’s because I want our boys and girls 
to get early in life that opportunity 
for musical expression which is in the 
soul of all of us that I am writing 


this series of articles about music | 


for children. 

The artist in concert halls may com- 
mand fabulous sums. A broadcast of 
music may cost a small fortune. But 
character, through music, isn’t built 
that ‘way. Music presented in this 
fashion doesn’t provide for emotional 
outlets. It is in the home where the 
greatest value of music can come 
through ensemble playing among those 
of the family circle. 

But how are the children going to 
do any ensemble work until they have 
learned to do a little playing by ardu- 
ous months of pounding, tooting or 
sawing out their “do, re, mi’s”? That 
is where the home-made instruments I 
spoke of last week do their bit. They 
will be simple enough so that the 
youngsters can play tunes on them, 
and equally important, play them to- 
gether. We all remember how we 
eraved to do things in gangs. Like- 
wise when children can make their 
music in a group it beeomes a joyous 
game, Try it. 

A group of ingenious youngsters 
will build up quite an orchestra out 
of these odd instruments. Assume that 
Jack is the oldest and most expert at 
making things so he has a cheese-box 
banjo. Brother Frank has a marimba 


fashioned out of stray slabs of wood. 
And sister Nancy plays the musical 
glasses—merely ordinary . tumblers 
tuned. with water. Jack’s chum, Ned, 
has some elderberry panpipes. Nancy’s 
friend plays the cigar-box ‘zither. And 
of course they need a drum, so Ned's 
little brother pounds out the rhythm 
on one he has made from a candy pail. 
Then, just to give the orchestra foun- 
dation, maybe mother or big sister 
comes in and plays the piano. Can’t 
you imagine the grand ttnes they are 
able to make? Don’t smile folks. The 
heart of music is right here. 


They learn the very simplest tunes 
at the start, maybe a melody of three 
notes only. After that, one of four, 
then five and so on till soon they are 
pounding out familiar tunes like vet- 
erans and even improving their own. 
But they will always be playing tunes, 
not seales and exercises, but tunes 
and always together. That’s the thing 
to hold their interest. And fun, oh 
boy. 

The book of Mrs. Coleman’s which I 
mentioned last week, is the guide in 
making these home-made instruments. 
And what tunes children can play on 
them! Frankly the book is quite ir- 
resistible, even to a supposedly sedate 
grown-up like myself. I got safely

FRANKLIN COUNTY TURNS OVER RECORDS ‘: 


State Archives Department 


Ancient legal records of Franklin 
county, many of them dating back to 
revolutionary times, have been brought 
to the state department of archives 
and history, there to be rebound and 


restored for preservation. 

The collection, numbering some 75,- 
000 Joose papers and about 200 books 
and pamphlets, originated in the of- 
fices of the ordinary and clerk of the

Next 
I would say be very fastidious about 
washing it and keeping it~ well 
brushed. 

And if the hair is hard to manage 
or in poor condition I would always 
suggest having it bobbed. For one 
thing, it is easier to treat short hair 


than long and while cutting the hair 
does not always make it thicker there 


is nothing in the actual cutting that 
makes it thin. And it is easier to 
achieve a becoming coiffure with thin 
or awkward hair when it is short 
or fairly short than when it is long. 

This does not mean that I am al- 
ways in favor of short hair—-far from 
it. Onl to the girl who has trouble 
with it I do think that.the bob in 
some form or other is likely to be 
more becoming. To the older woman 
whose hair is beginning to thin at the 
temples the short hair is a blessing 
because it is possible to brush short 
hair forward over the temples in a 
becoming way and rather difficult to 
do this when the hair is long.

Today that territory is worth hun- 
dreds of billions of dollars, and if 
the Mississippi company were still 
in existence its shares would be worth 
many thousand times the prices paid 
for them by the speculators of 1720.

Most of the aflvance of over 100 points | 
in the stock of Anaconda from 54 is 
explained by the sustained advance 
in the price of copper metal to the 
highest level since the post-war boom, 
A large part of the more than 100- 
point rise in Anaconda shares, how- 
ever, is explained by the widespread 
rumors that Anaconda would follow 
Kennecott Copper by splitting up its 
stock, two new shares for one. 
Anaconda announces, however, that 
instead of following Kennecott, it will 
take a leaf out of the book of the 
United States Steel corporation. Steel 
common recently made its new high 
for all time on widespread rumors that 
another large stock dividend = or a 


eplit-up was coming. Instead, _ the 
company announced that new stock

would be sold to shareholders to raise 
funds which would be ysed with part 
of the accumulated surplus to retire 
the $271,000,000 bonds, thus eliminat- 
ing all fixed charges of the company 
and leaving only obligations of sub- 
sidiary companies ahead of the Steel 
corporation preferred and common 
stock. Anaconda is going to offer its 
shareholders new stock to raise funds 
to pay off its $117,000,000 bonded 
debt. 

What the steel corporation an 
Anaconda propose to do is a. strik- 
ing reversal of corporation financial 
practice in recent years. 

Created Formula. 

Formed many years before our 
large industrial companies, our rail- 
roads created through “trial and er- 
ror’ a recognized formula for a cor- 
poration balance sheet expressing con- 
servatism. What was aimed at but 
accomplished by only a few including 
Pennsvivania was evenly balanced 
eapitalization, half bonds bearing 
fixed’ interest charges, and half stock 
permitting adjustment of dividends to 
earnings in lean and fat years.

tendency to hold fast to accumulated 
earnings for working capital and in 
many cases for the newly acquired 
feeling of security and conservatism.

After the war and during the post- 
war boom in general trade and in the 
stock market many companies pulled 
down their large accumulated surplus 
by declaring large stock dividends. 
Then came the 1920 deflation. 

With the upturn in general trade 
and in the stock market beginning 
in 1921 one Standard Oil company 
after another started to declare un- 
precedented stock dividends. This 
movement during the next couple of 
years became widespread, reaching a 
total of several billions on the _ ac- 
cepted explanation that the object 
was to get around a threatened spe- 
cial government tax on accumulated 
surplus. Then the stock dividend 
movement quieted down but was fol- 
lowed by one of even larger propor- 
tions, the splitting up of old shares 
for one or more new ones. The net 
result of these movements is that 
there is hardly a company of any im- 
portance in the country today that 
has not in recent» years either de- 
clared a large stock dividend or de- 
clared a split up or both. 


Examples Followed. 


There is no place in the 
where example of suecesstul. 
managed corporations 1s 
more closely by other companies than 
in Wall Street. Hence it is safe to 
predict that the example just set first 
by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion and next by Anaconda will be 
followed by other companies. If this 
prediction comes true it will mean 
that the long sustained periods of 
pulling down accumulated surplus by 
declaring stock dividends or split-ups 
or both will be followed by use of 
accumulated surplus to sell stock to 
eliminate bonded debt. 

Conservative bankers in Wail 
street welcome the new movement in 
corporation finance. 
the feeling has become widespread that 
we are living in a new era; that times 
have changed; that old rules of con- 
servatism no longer apply. This the- 
ory has been questioned by many con- 
servative bankers and economists but 
without any results until very re- 
cently.

Our sales this week have been even 
larger than last week's. The total was 
slightly more than 55 per cent in ex- 
cess of full production. The center of 
activity has now shifted from the col- 
ored goods to the standard *sheetings 
and print’ cloths. Sales of colored 


goods were slightly over production, 
but sales of print cloths and sheetings 
Were 65 per cent in excess of pro- 
duction. . Sales of colored goods for 
export reached the largest total since 
last November. Sales of sheets and 
pillowcases were also the largest since 
early November. Sales of fine and 
fancy goods were about 50 per cent in 
excess of production. Our sales for 
the first 10 weeks of 1929 are approxi- 
mately 70 per cent larger than for the 
same period in 1928. Prices on all of 
the standard print cloths and sheetings 
are up 1-8 cent to 1-4 cent and the 
market is now very firm at these ad- 
vances. 

While the activity and advancing 
prices in the cotton market had a great 
deal to do with the activity in goods 
for the past two weeks, it is by no 
means the only factor at work. Of 
almost equal importance has been the 
continued call for finished fabries of 
all kinds. Such a demand for printed 
goods has never been known before. 
The printers have all been running 
overtime, but have not been able to 
keep up with the demand and. conse- 
quently, have been forced to withdraw 
their goods in order to prevent falling 
further and further behind. 

Throughout the country, goods have 
been going into consumption in enor- 
mous volume.
